(a)  On  5  August  1970  at  I64O  hours,  the  Dusters  at  FSB  Dragon  were 
firing  svyjpresaive  auad  protective  (S&P)  fires.  lopact  of  rounds  started 
fires  on  a  hill  which  in  turn  caused  10  to  15  secondary  explosions,  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  eneeny  mines  and  booby  traps. 

(b)  On  23  August  1970  at  0730  hours,  two  Dusters  from  Battery  C,  Ist 
Bn  (AW)(SP)  44th  Arty  conducted  a  "Duster  Raid"  on  Hill  59.  The  Dusters 
fired  1399  rounds  in  the  combat  exercise.  Results  of  the  raid  were  two 
secoiklary  explosions ^  (See  para  2c(2)) 

(c)  On  5  September  1970  at  1350  hours,  two  Dusters  at  An  Do  (T=Bone) 
were  requested  for  support  on  a  contact  mission  approximately  2,500  meters 
in  front  of  their  position  by  ARVN's.  Dusters  fired  350  rounds.  There 
were  9  NVA  KIA;  3  Alt=47*8  and  3  B-40  rockets  captured. 

(d)  On  8  September  1970  at  0213  hours,  movement  was  spotted  thru  a 
starlight  scope  to  the  north  front  of  the  Duster  position  at  FSB  Cindy. 

The  2  Duster  crews,  C121  and  G122,  proceeded  to  fire  a  total  of  120  ro'jnds 
at  the  enemy  movement.  At  0420  hours,  FSB  Cindy,  the  Special  Forces  Com¬ 
pound  and  the  local  MACV  Confound  came  under  simultaneous  mortar  attack. 

At  Q44O  hours,  these  three  areas  were  hit  ty  a  heavy  ground  attack  from 
the  406th  NVA  Sapper  Battalion.  Cl 21  and  Cl 22  laid  down  a  heavy  volume 
of  fire  at  suspected  and  known  enemy  concentrations.  The  enecy  succeeded 
in  overrunning  both  the  Special  Forces  Camp  and  MACV  Componad  bat  were 
turned  back  in  their  attempts  to  breeeh  the  wire  at  FSB  Cindy.  The  Duster 
crewmen  were  given  officieUL  credit  for  26  enemy  KIA.  The  men  of  Battery 
C,  Ist  Battalion  (AW)(SP)  44th  Artillery  sustained  no  injuries  or  dajnage, 

(e)  On  the  zjoraing  of  9  September  1970,  PFC  Howard  E»  CHENAULT,  Jr. 
asked  for  and  was  granted  permission  to  search  the  river  bank  in  front  of 
the  gun  positions  for  dead  or  wounded  oneany.  Approximately  500  meters 
outside  the  wire  and  on.  tho  river  bank,  PFC  CHEHAULT  spotted  two  Viet  Cong 
hiding  in  the  brush.  He  succeeded  in  capturing  one  eneiay  soldier  while 
the  other  evaded  deeper  into  the  brush.  Vital  information  was  obtaiu€«t 
from  the  prisoner  about  the  attack  of  the  night  before  and  subsequent  at¬ 
tacks  planned  by  his  unit,  the  406th  Sapper  Battalion.  The  prisoner 
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stated  that  th"-  failure  of  the  attack  on  FS8  Cindy  was  due  in  a  Targe  degree 
to  the  heavy  volume  of  fire  put  out  by  the  Dusters^  The  early  spotting  of 
the  enemy  troops  and  subsequent  fire  brought  upon  them  threw  the  eneay 
battalion  into  a  state  of  confusion  and  disrupted  their  planned  cttacl 

(f)  ih  17  September  1970  at  1015  hours,  personnel  from  Battery  A, 
while  nmning  a  resupply  mission  to  A-2,  hit  an  unknown  type  of  mine  on 
OLl  >  in  the  vicinity  of  Gio  Linh  (V),  Results  were  a  2^  ton  truck  combat 
loss  and  4  US  WIA^ 

(g)  On  3  October  1970  at  0835  hours,  a  Duster  from  Battery  C,  wliile 
on  a  mine  sweep  cfperation  from  FSB  411,  hit  a  command  detonated  plastic 
mine-  Results  were  1  H42A1  Duster  combat  loss,.  1  US  KIA  and  3  US  WIA.. 

(h,'  On  6  October  1970  at  2050  hours,  MACV  personnel  stationed  at  An 
Do  (FSB  T-Bona)  spotted  unknown  number  of  VC  southwest  of  their  position. 
Duster  fire  was  requestedo  Dusters  fired  240  rounds^  Results  were  8  VC 
KTA  confirmed  by  MACV  personnel, 

(i)  On  9  October  19'^0  at  0700  hours,  a  section  of  Dusters  from  Bat¬ 
tery  B,  Ist  Battalion  (AW)(SP)  44th  Artillery  stationed  at  FSB  Baldy  went 
on  a  reconnaissance  by  fire  with  a  Karine  Combined  UniT-  Pacification  Fro- 
graa  (CUPP)  team.  The  patrol.«  discovered  caves  with  clothes,  empty  C- 
ration  cans  and  other  materials,  including  one  cave  apparently  conflgiured 
as  a  classroomo  Booby  traps  were  set  up.  After  the  patrols  returnei  to 
the  CP,  the  Dusters  fired  300  rounds  into  the  area  leaving  it  in  srmoke. 

(j)  On  17  October  1970  at  0905  hoiurs,  elements  of  the  1st  Battalion 
{AW)(SP)  44th  Artillery  stationed  at  FSB  Nancy  received  a  call  from  ele¬ 
ments  of  the  14th  Combat  Engineers  who  were  on  a  adne  sweep  to  FSB  Bar=^ 
bara.  They  were  caught  in  an  ambush  by  approximately  two  platoons  of  the 
31 3t  HVA  Company^  Two  Dusters  from  FSB  Nancy  reacted  in  five  minutes  arui 
within  18  minutes  were  at  the  site  of  the  ambush.  Also  resnondlr,"  to  the 
request  was  the  truck  mounted  Quad  50,  also  stationed  at  FSB  Nancy,  The 
high  volume  of  fire  from  the  Dusters  and  Quad  50  broke  up  the  ambush.  The 
Dusters  fired  i,000  rounds  and  the  Quad  50  fired  12,000  rounds.  Results 
wore  2  US  KIA,  3  US  WIA^  12  ARVN  WIA  and  11  NVA  KIA, 

(k)  On  23  'iitober  ‘'970  at  <r'00  hours  the  Duster  crewmen  on  Nui  Yon 
spCittoi  a  VC  company  moving  800  meters  to  tbs  southwest  of  their  position.. 
The  two  wasters  fired  a  total  of  900  rounds  at  the  enemy  Results  of  ths 
firlnjj  were;  5  enemy  "KfA,  1  each  AK-47  rifle  and  120  kilos  of  rice  cap- 
tur  <xi , 

(l)  During  the  reporting  period  elements  of  thia  battalion 

1  .  upporteii  c'jnvoy  security  missions  and  89  mlnesweep  operations. 

2  Withstood  51  stand  off  rocket  and/or  mortar  attacks  with  a  total  of 
3'jC  enemy  round-s  received.  The  size  and  number  of  rounds  were;  6Cbim  mor¬ 
tar  =  62;  82mm  mortar  -  143;  122imii  rocket  -  75;  140mm  rocket  -  *4;  58  un¬ 
known  size  mortars  and  4  unknown  size  rockets 
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2  Rsaponded  to  a  total  of  3  radar  or  sensor  targets  with  a  total  of 
185  rounds  expended. 

(i)  The  Searchlight  Battery  continued  to  perfona  its  mission  of  per¬ 
imeter  defense  for  guarding  fire  support  bases,  logisticcil  outposts,  bridges, 
roads  and  ccher  key  installations  with  illumination  (visible  and  infrared) 
in  support  of  night  operations  in  the  XXIV  Corps  aO.  This  has  resulted  in 
16  searchlight  assisted  eneuy  contacts  resulting  in  41  enemy  KIA,  1  boat 
destroyed  and  secondary  explosion.

last  to  leave.  The  amount  of  time  spent  on  the  raid  site  will  be  dependent 
primarily  on  available  targets  and  standby  support.  The  smallest  recom¬ 
mended  Duster  Raid  consists  of  two  Dusters  and  one  APC.  The  APC  is  used  as 
a  command  post  and  as  a  means  of  transportation  for  the  infantry  security 
force.  Two  additional  Dusters  should  remain  in  a  relatively  secure  area 
with  the  mission  of  providing  covering  fire  and  standby  support  to  the  main 
force  a-  well  as  to  replace  either  one  or  both  of  the  raid  Dusters  in  the 
event  of  breakdown  or  damage.

(1 )  Observations;  At  present,  the  Battalion  Headquarters  is  located  in 
the  Da  Nang  are<a  with  its  northernmost  batteries  at  Dong  Ha,  142  km  away  and 
its  southernmost  battery  at  Chu  Lai,  70  km  away.  Elements  of  the  battalion 
are  located  at  58  sites  throughout  the  ist  Military  Region.  The  prisary 
means  of  tactical  communications  is  FM  radio  (secure).  To  reach  all  the 
batteries,  it  is  necessary  to  employ  a  retransmission  station  located  at 

Hai  Van  Pass,  10  miles  noith  of  Da  Nang.  The  distance  required  to  communi¬ 
cate  with  the  batteries  greatly  exceeds  the  planning  range  of  the  VRC  12 
series  radios.  The  USMG  logarithmic  periodic  antenna  (bi-directional,  vert-^- 
ically  polarized)  provides  the  best  resiilts.  The  retransmission  station 
gives  dependable  communications  with  the  battery  in  Chu  lai,  and  the  bat¬ 
tery  in  Ihu  Bai  -  but  F.M  COuuuali  ications  with  the  batteries  at  Dong  Ha  is 
marginal.  To  circumvent  thib,  ac.  AH  radio  (AN/GRC-.106,  voice,  non-eecure) 
is  employed  between  Dong  Ha  and  Dg  Nang.  The  batteries  are  faced  with  the 
sam^'  problem  on  a  smaller  scale.  Duo  to  the  nature  of  the  mission  of  this 
unit,  the  batteries  are  also  spread  beyond  the  normal  disposition  for  a  bat° 
tary.

deployment  majces  it  necessary  to  employ  retransmission  8te,tions.  This  unit 
is  not  authorized  the  necessary'  personnel,  equipment  or  frequency  alloca¬ 
tions  to  install  the  needed  retransmission  stations.  Frequency  allocations 
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are-  the- most  crucial  of  -these  requirements.  At  present,  the  bat-talion  is 
operating  on  se-ven  frequencies.  With  six  batteries  and  a  battalion  command 
net  requiring  two  frequencies,  current  operations  do  not  allow  alternate 
fi^quencies,  and  two  of  the  batteries  are  sharing  one  frequency,  A  temp¬ 
orary  autho.'ization  for  additional  personnel,  equipment  and  frequencies  will 
enable  the  impleoentatlon  of  additional  retransmission  stations.  An  addi¬ 
tional  re-transmission  station  for  the  bat-talion  command  net  and  one  for  each 
of  the  four  batteries  would  provide  reliable  -tactical  communications.  The 
logarithmic  periodic  antenna  (DSMC,  bi-direc-tion^l)  has  proven  -to  be  an  ef¬ 
fective  antenna  for  extending  the  range  of  FM  coianunications  for  directional 
employment,
